As mentioned above, it is well know* that an ATM switching network is a member of 
*e generic class of networks known as connection orient* networks. As ^ * 
step* and system elements required by previously allowed claims 1, 3, 5, 9, 11-14. 16-19, 23- 
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24 and 28-32 are not limited to ATM networks per se, but rather are equally applicable to other 
connection oriented networks. Accordingly, new claims 33-51 define subject matter which can 
properly be examined on the merits without requiring additional searches by the Examiner. As 
such, entry and examination of new claims 33-51 in the present application is believed to be 
proper. 

Finally, it is believed that new claims 33-51 are allowable, for at least the same 
reasons that previously allowed claims 1, 3, 5, 9, 11-14, 16-19, 23-24 and 28-32 are allowable. 

In light of the foregoing, entry and examination of new. claims 33-51 is believed to be 
proper, and such action is courteously solicited.
